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UNEMPLOYMENT IN THE PRINTING 
AND PUBLISHING INDUSTRIES

Over the past few years the Nation’s unemployment rate has 
continued to move upward. In June 1975 the unemployment 
rate stood at 8.6% (seasonally adjusted), nearly double the 
October 1973 rate of 4.5%. During this 20-month period the 
unemployment rate in the printing and publishing industries rose 
at a slower pace than for the Nation as a whole but in the first 
half of 1975 the graphic arts industry rate accelerated, reaching a 
level of 7.3% (not seasonally adjusted) in June 1975. 


Industry Unemployment 
Data Collection 


The data found in table | of this report is based on table 
A-11 of the Bureau of Labor Statistics publication, Employment 
and Earnings. Table A-11 provides monthly data on employed 
persons by the industry of their last job and by sex. Although 
table A-11 includes a number of industry sectors, table 1 in this 
report uses only two of the larger industry groupings for 
comparative purposes (private nonfarm and manufacturing), both 
of which include the printing and publishing industries as a 
subgroup. 

The data in table | (and in table A-11) are not seasonally 
adjusted, since unemployment data for most industries are not 
available on a seasonally adjusted basis. Seasonally adjusted data 
make it possible to observe cyclical and other nonseasonal 
movements by eliminating that part of the change in a series 
which can be ascribed to usual seasonal variation. 

While no seasonal adjustment factors are available for 
unemployment in the printing and publishing industries sector, 
seasonal factors are available for printing and publishing 
employment. The seasonal factors for employment show 
employment for the industry tends to be lower in May, July, 
August, and September and higher in October, November, and 
December. While it might be assumed that the unemployment 
rate would be higher in the months when employment is lower 
and vice-versa, this is not necessarily the case since new entrants 
to the labor force also play a part in determining the rate of 
unemployment. Looking at the month-to-month figures in table 
1, some seasonal patterns do seem evident but not entirely clear. 
Therefore, to avoid making invalid assumptions concerning 
month-to-month changes in the data, only general trends and 


yearly changes will be discussed. Nevertheless, the reader may 
find the month-to-month changes of some interest. 


Interindustry Rates 


The unemployment rate for the civilian labor force, which 
nationally stood at 5.6% in 1972, dropped to 4.8% in 1973 
before moving upward to 5.7% in 1974 and to 8.6% (seasonally 
adjusted) during the first half of 1975. Unemployment rates for 
private nonagricultural wage and salary workers (which include 


the manufacturing, mining, construction and service industries, 
except government) and employees in the manufacturing 
industries closely followed the rates of unemployment for the 
overall economy between 1972 and 1974 (see table 1). However, 
for the first 6 months of 1975, unemployment rates in these two 
industry groups ran higher than for the total civilian labor force. 
The nonseasonally adjusted rate for the civilian labor force was 
8.9%; for private nonfarm workers, 9.5%; and for manufacturing 
employees, 12.2% 


Unemployment Rates for 
Printing and Publishing 


Between 1972 and 1974 unemployment rates for the 
printing and publishing industries sector remained below 
5%—4.5% in 1972, 4.0% in 1973 and 4.4% in 1974. In 1973, the 
rate for printing and publishing stood close to that of all 
manufacturing industries (4.0% compared to 4.3%, respectively), 
but by 1974 all manufacturing industries rose sharply to 5.7% 
while the printing and publishing industries increased moderately 
to 4.4%. 

For the first 6 months of 1975 unemployment level in the 
printing and publishing sector showed a considerable rise from 
the 1974 level, reaching an average rate of 6.9%. This surge was 
more dramatically evidenced in all manufacturing industries 
which had an employment rate averaging 12.2% for the first half 
of 1975, higher than that for private nonfarm workers whose 
yearly unemployment rate had stood above the manufacturing 
rate from 1972-74. 

The printing and publishing industries share of total 
unemployment was nearly constant during the 1972-75 period. 
These industries accounted for between 1.1% and 1.2% of total 


unemployment yearly, and for 1.1% during the first 6 months of 
1975. 


Male Versus Female 


Unemployment rates for women in the printing and 
publishing industries were higher than those for men, as was the 


case for women unemployment in the other industry sectors in 


table 1. In both printing and publishing industries and all 
manufacturing industries the rate for women was nearly double 
that for men in the 1972-74 period. In the private nonfarm 
sector the spread between male and female rates was less 
pronounced. For example, in 1974 women employees in the 
printing and publishing industries had an unemployment rate of 
6.2%, almost double the 3.2% for men. Similarly, in the 
manufacturing sector the female unemployment rate reached 
8.6% in 1974 while that for men stood at 4.5%. In contrast, the 
rate of women unemployment in the private nonfarm sector 
stood at 6.7% compared to 5.1% for men.

Female unemployment rates in the printing and publishing 
sector were lower on a yearly basis than those for women in 
private nonfarm and manufacturing. This followed the same 
general trend of lower rates for total and male unemployment in 
the printing and publishing sector, compared to rates in the other 
industry sectors 

There was more fluctuation in the printing and publishing 
female unemployment rate than in the male rate on a yearly 
basis. In 1972, the female rate was 6.5%; by 1973 it had dropped 
to 5.5%; and in 1974 climbed to 6.2%. In comparison the male 
rate stood at 3.4% in 1972, declined slightly to 3.2% in 1973 and 
remained at that level in 1974. 


Summary 


The printing and publishing industries sector has ex- 


perienced lower unemployment rates than many other industry

sectors in the 1972-75 period. It maintained an average yearly 
unemployment rate of 4.3% from 1972-74, compared to 5.2% 
for manufacturing industries and 5.4% for the total private 
nonfarm group. For the first 6 months of 1975 the average rate 
was 6.9% for printing and publishing, 12.2% 
manufacturing and 9.5% for the private nonfarm sector. 

Although women unemployment rates in printing and 
publishing were higher than male rates in the industry, female 
rates were generally below the unemployment rates for women in 
other industries.

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MINORITY OWNERSHIP IN THE U. S. 
GRAPHIC ARTS INDUSTRY

The U.S. printing and publishing industry is characterized in 
economic terms by relative ease of entry compared to other 
manufacturing industries. This condition has traditionally 
resulted in a large number of small graphic arts establishments, 
and as such has provided a wide range of entrepreneurial 
opportunites. By 1972 there were 42,095 printing and publishing 
plants, with approximately 80% of these plants possessing less 
than 20 employees. 

Minority ownership of graphic arts firms has made 
significant advances in recent years. The Bureau of the Census 
has been assigned the task of collecting and publishing statistics 
on minority-owned businesses, and surveys are taken periodically 
as part of the Bureau’s regular economic census program. The 
first Census survey of minority businesses was conducted in 
1969; the most recent survey covers data for 1972 and shows an 
appreciable increase in the number, employment and sales of 
printing and publishing plants owned by minorities. 


Gains Noted by Minority Owners 


For statistical purposes, the Bureau of the Census defines 
minority group membership as persons whose source of ancestry 
would include Central or South America, Asia (including Pacific 
island countries), Africa or American Indian. Each owner, 
partner or shareholder of a graphics arts plant was requested to 
file information as to his or her country of origin. 

The data appearing in table 2 show some remarkable gains 
relating to minority Ownership over the period 1969-72. The 
number of minority-owned printing and publishing plants 
reached 1,496 in 1972, a gain of 397 firms from the 1969 level 
of 1,099 firms. Gross sales receipts in 1972 totaled $129.6 
million, up 112% from 1969’s gross receipts of $61.1 million. 
Employment in those minority-owned printing and publishing 
plants who had paid employees was 3,980 in 1972, an increase of 
1,421 persons or 56% above the 2,559 employment level of 
1969. (Note: The survey disclosed that many minority-owned 
firms had no paid employees outside of the firm’s owners. In 
1972, for example, Census recorded 1,496 minority owned firms 
of which only 446 had a work force of paid employees. Thus, 
1,050 firms had gross receipts accrue only to the plants 
ownership, a condition typical of small, sole proprietorship 
businesses. While specific data on types of ownership for 
minority-owned printing and publishing establishments are not 
available, the Census survey of all minority-owned enterprises 
showed that 92% were sole proprietorships, 6% were partnerships 
and 2% were corporations. Of minority-owned graphic arts firms 
gross receipts of $129.6 million in 1972, 88% or $114.4 million 
was accounted for by those 446 firms which had paid 
employees.) 


Proper identification of the surveyed establishments posed a 
problem to the Bureau of the Census, as noted by the substantial 
number of minority-owned printing and publishing firms who 
could not specifically be classified under one of the code 
sequences between Standard Industrical Classification (SIC) 271 
(newspapers) and SIC 279 (printing trade services). The 980 
establishments who could not be specifically identified 
accounted for two-thirds of all minority-owned graphic arts 
plants but only 13% of total gross receipts. 

As shown in table 2, most of the economic activity in 
minority-owned printing and publishing plants took place in 
either the newspaper, periodical, or commercial printing sectors. 
These three industries accounted for 72% of gross receipts and 
80% of total paid employment. 

A comparison of minority-owned graphic arts plants with 
plants owned by non-minority interests shows that while 
minority-owned operations are lagging behind their non-minority 
counterparts in some areas, substantial gains have been in others. 
For example, the 1972 data shows that minority owned plants 
lag behind in plant size: an average of 25.1 employees per 
non-minority plant vs. 8.9 employees per minority plant; an 
average gross receipts of $715,790 per non-minority plant vs. 
$256,594 in gross receipts per minority-owned plant. However. 
in 1972 gross receipts per employee in. minority-owned plants 
was $28,754, higher than the $28,541 in gross receipts per 
employee registered by non-minority plants. Also, minority- 
owned firms engaged in periodical publishing had attributes 
substantially the same as their non-minority colleagues. In 1972, 
the average minority-owned periodical publisher had 21.6 em- 
ployees, $1,233,211 in gross receipts and thus $57,149 in gross 
receipts per employee. This compares very favorably with the 
average non-minority periodical publisher who in 1972 had 26.3 
employees, $1,389,725 in gross receipts and $52,872 in gross 
receipts per employee. In short, the data for 1972 show that 
from a gross receipts per employee standpoint, minority-owned 
graphic arts firms were more “productive” than non-minority 
owned firms. 


Receipts Double for 
Black-Owned Firms 


Gross receipts for black-owned printing and publishing firms 
more than doubled in only 3 years. Table 3 records 1972 gross 
receipts of $76.8 million vs. 1969 gross receipts of $38.0 million. 
Part of this growth is attributable to more black-owned graphic 
arts firms (744 in 1972 vs. 515 in 1969) but much of the increase 
was due to market demand. The average black-owned firm had 


receipts of $312,000 in 1972 as against $183,000 in 1969, a gain 
of 70%. 
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The data on black-owned firms tend to dominate the 
Statistical picture drawn on minority-owned printing and 
publishing enterprises. Blacks own 50% of all minority-owned 
graphic arts plants, account for 57% of total employment and 
59% of gross receipts. The average receipts for a black-owned 
plant with paid employees in 1972 was $312,000, 21% higher 
than the $257,000 average gross receipts for all minority owned 
graphic arts firms. 


Spanish Origin Plants Increase 
Sales, Employment 


Graphic arts establishments owned by persons of Spanish 
origin experienced sizable increases in sales, employment and in 
number of firms over the period 1969-1972 (see table 4). Gross 
receipts for all Spanish origin owned firms went to $28.2 million 
in 1972 from $11.6 million in 1969, while paid employment in 
this period jumped to 963 from 681. By 1972, one out of every 
three minority owned printing and publishing establishments was 
owned by persons of Spanish origin. 

The largest concentration of Spanish origin plant ownership 
is held by persons of Mexican descent. In 1972, Mexican- 
American owned firms constituted 65% of all Spanish origin 
printing and publishing plants. 

Table 4 also provides comparative data on Cuban, Puerto 
Rican and “Other Central or South American” ownership of 
graphic arts establishments. The number of Cuban origin plants 
increased to 46 in 1972 from only 30 in 1969. Gross receipts in 
Cuban origin plants jumped to $3,350,000 in 1972 from 
3555,000 in 1969. Puerto Rican origin plants showed the highest 
average gross receipts per firm among all Spanish origin plants: 
$199,000 in 1972, 33% above the $150,000 average plant 
receipts for all Spanish origin establishments. Both receipts 
figures however, are below the $257,000 average gross receipts 
for al! minority-owned printing and publishing firms. 


Asian Americans Have Largest 
Plant Employment 


Table 5 contains selected data on the printing and 
publishing activities of Asian Americans, American Indian and 


other minorities. Asian Americans own 110 graphic arts plants 
with total gross receipts of $8.1 million. In 1972, Asian 
Americans had the largest average number of employees per 
establishment—12—than any other minority group. Gross receipts 


per firm, however, averaged $215,000, below the $257,000 
average for all minorities. 


American Indians owned six graphic arts plants in 1972, 
consisting of one newspaper and 5 plants not identified as to a 
specific printing and publishing operation. These five plants were 
classified as “without paid employees” and had total gross 
receipts of $96,000 in 1972, an average of $19,000 per 
establishment which compares favorably with other minority 
owned printing and publishing firms in the “without paid 
employees”’ classification.

PRINTING AND PUBLISHING 


GROWTH OF WOMEN’S EMPLOYMENT IN THE 
PRINTING AND PUBLISHING INDUSTRIES 


By Rose Marie Bratland 


While historically women have represented a high level of 
employment in several of the printing and publishing industries 
(Standard Industrial Classification 27), employment in nearly all 
the industries included under SIC 27 showed some notable 
growth trends in the decade 1964-74. 

Women employees in the printing and publishing industries 
numbered 385,000 in 1974 and accounted for 35% of total 
industry employment, an increase of 109,000 women employees 
since 1964 when women composed 29% of total employment. 
Over the 10-year span, women employment increased by 39% 
compared to 17% for total employment. 


Comparison With Other 
Industry Sectors 


Total printing and publishing statistics on women 
employment compared favorably with data for all manufacturing 
industries (which includes 21 major manufacturing groups) and 
total private nonfarm industries (which include manufacturing, 
mining, construction and service industries, except government). 
Between 1964 and 1974, women employment was up 39% in the 
printing and publishing industries, compared to 49% for total 
private nonfarm industries, and 29% in all manufacturing 
industries (see table 6). Total employment for each of these 
groupings increased at a slower rate than women employment. Of 
particular note is that women workers were responsible for 68% 
of the change in total employment for printing and publishing 
over the decade; in the manufacturing sector women accounted 
for 47% of the change in total employment; and in the total 
private nonfarm sector, represented 51%. 

In the 1964-74 period, women increased their share of total 
employment in the printing and publishing industries by nearly 
6%—from 29% in 1964 to 35% in 1974. By 1974, women in all 
manufacturing industries accounted for 29% of total employ- 
ment, up 3% over their 1964 share; in the total private nonfarm 
sector of the economy, women’s contribution to total 
employment stood at 37% in 1974, a gain of 4% since 1964. 


Trends Within the Industry 


The newspaper industry (SIC 2711) employed the largest 
number of women of any of the printing and publishing 
industries in the 1964-74 span. Women’s employment in the 
industry totaled 118,000 in 1974, up 62% from the 1964 level, 
compared to an increase of 14% in total employment during this 
period. Furthermore, women employees accounted for 94% of 
the change in total employment in the 1964-74 span. Even while 
making these notable inroads into the newspaper industry, 
women represented only 31% of total newspaper employees in 


1974, 9% above its 1964 share but 4% below the printing and 
publishing industries average in 1974. 

The commercial printing, lithographic industry (SIC 2752) 
was the fastest growing employer of women, with women 
employment rising 64% to 39,000 in the past decade as total 
employment grew by 51%. While women employees increased at 
a faster rate than male employees, women were responsible for 
only 32% of the change in total employment over the decade. In 
addition, women composed only 28% of total employment for 
this industry, the lowest proportion of women in any of the 
printing and publishing industries. 

Both the book publishing (SIC 2731) and the blankbooks 
and bookbinding industries (SIC 278) had a higher proportion of 
women to total employment than other graphic arts industries. 
Women represented 51% of total employment in both these 
industry sectors in 1974; however, the book industry showed far 
greater growth in women employment over the decade. In 1964, 
the book industry ranked third in the share of women employees 
to total employment with 43%, trailing behind the periodicals 
and blankbooks and bookbinding industries. 

Women employment in the book industry was up 57% over 
the decade, an increase of nearly 20,000 women for a total of 
51,000 in 1974. Over the 10-year period, nearly 80% of the 
increase in total employment for the book industry was 
attributable to women employees. 

The periodical industry (SIC 2721) had the slowest growth 
rate for women employment of any of the printing and 
publishing industries, increasing only 6% in the 1964-74 span. 
Nevertheless, the data show that women employees accounted 
for the entire increase in total employment, and even replaced 
men who left the industry. Total employment increased by 600 
while women employment rose by 1,800 to 34,000. Women 
employment as a percent of total employment was at the 50% 
mark in 1974, up slightly from 47% in 1964. 

In the commercial printing, except lithographic industry —as 
was true for the periodical industry—all of the increase in total 
employment was due to women employment gains. While total 
employment in this industry climbed 6%, for a gain of 11,000 
over the decade, women employment rose by 11,400 to nearly 
60,000 in 1974, an increase of 24%. Women employees 
accounted for 29% of total employment in 1974, up from 25% in 
1964. 

The blankbooks and bookbinding industries experienced a 
slower growth rate in women employment than the total printing 
and publishing industries, rising 24% over the decade compared 
to 39% for total printing and publishing. However, while the 
increase in the women’s employment rate was slower, women 
employees accounted for 90% of the change in total employment 
in the blankbooks and bookbinding industries during the 10-year 
period and composed 51% of total employment in 1974 
compared to 46% in 1964, a much larger proportion than for 
total printing and publishing industries. 
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Summary 


Over the past decade, women recorded employment gains at 
a faster rate in the printing and publishing industries than they 
did in all manufacturing industries. They also accounted for a 
larger share of total employment in printing and publishing in 
both 1964 and 1974 than did all manufacturing industries. 

Among the individual printing and publishing industries, the 
commercial printing, except lithographic industry, had the largest 
percent gain in women employment over the decade—64%—while 
the periodical industry showed the slowest gain at 6%. Women 
employees accounted for the entire gain in employment during 
the 1964-74 period in both the periodical and the commercial 
printing, except lithographic industries. 

Women represented slightly more than 50% of total 
employees in both the periodical and the blankbooks and

bookbinding industries in 1974, but they comprised less than 
30% of all employees in the commercial printing industries (SIC 
2751 and 2752). Over the 1964-74 span, the newspaper industry 
showed the largest gain in the ratio of women employees to total 
employment, going from 22% in 1964 to 31% in 1974. In 
addition, the newspaper industry added the largest number of 
women to the printing and publishing industries employment 
rolls during this period, increasing its ranks by 35,000 women.
